RACE FOR LIFE 


Grants Managers Will 
| Surprise Burns, 


“Colonel” and His Boodle Keep 
~ 4 Pronounced Boom Up. 


vw 


Possibly for Some Railroad Man 
Up Herrin’s Sleeve. 


Grant on the Ground and Has No 
Fear for His Success—Huber of 
Azusa—John Dough Spreckels 
After Mose Gunst’s Job. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 28.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] U. S. Grant arrived 
from the South today and was seen at 
his headquarters by the Times’ repre- 
sentative. He declined to discuss poli- 
tics, but talked interestingly on general 
topics. If indications point to any- 
thing it is to the fact that Mr. Grant 
has no fear whatever for his success. 
Milton J. Green, and Brown of the 
Wave, his managers, share their chief’s 
confidence, and declare absolutely that 
they control the situation. 

Burns’s boom is pronounced here, not 
alone from the fact that this is his na- 
tural center of strength, but also be- 
cause there are few members of the 
Legislature in the city to talk up the 
Ta2rits of any other candidate. It is 
conceded that the colonel from Mexico, 
or, as Editor M. H. de Young referred 
to him today, “that convicted felon,”. 
is no political slouch, and that he is not 
usually a loser in any game in which 
he is interested, but he will find that 
the Grant managers will give him a 
race for his life. The trouble with 
Burns is that he has used the same 
political tricks and the same push ele-- 
ment so often, that his methods are 
stale, and the people who have fol- 
lowed his proceedings in the past know 
what he’s about and where he is yul- 
nerable. Nevertheless he is a dan- 
gerous factor, for while he may not 
seek the Senatorship himself; though it 
is rumored tonight that he is about to 
announce his candidacy, he is the only 
one of the railroad’s people who is wil- 
ling to at least allow the newspapers 
to consider him a candidate to the ex- 
tent of a good roasting, thus diverting 
attention from any other man whom 
Herrin may have up his sleeve, George 
A. Knight, for instance. 

Some of the Burns people are say- 
ing that the organization of the Leg- 
islature will not be had on Monday 
next, which would throw the Senato- 
rial election over for another week or 
until the 17th inst., but that is not wor- 
rying the Grant managers. . Their can- 
vass Was made too early, and their fol- 
lowing is too positive, to allow a trifling 
delay to cut any figure with them, 
while, on the other hand, the postpone- 
ment would indicate a weakness on 
Burns’s pert. There is an effort being 
made by some of his Democratic fol- 
lowing to discredit the stories of his 
use of money, but these same people 
are weak on reasons to substitute when 
they come to explanations of their atti- 
tude. Of course the fear of Hearst's 
paper affects several of them, but 
boodle, or pap, or hope thereof, is de- 
clared to be the controlling motive. 

There is an interesting question: be- 
ing discussed in quiet, which is a possi- 
ble split in the Republican State Cen- 
tral Committee on account of Burns’s 
tentative candidacy. There are at least 
eight men on the committee whom 
Burns could control, though Maj. Mc- 
Laughlin is apparently dcing his best 
to keep the committee clear of the Sen- 
atorial quagenire. He expressed him- 
self most emphatically today when 
saying that it had been his cffort in the 
past: to purify State politics. He de- 
clared that the Senator would be made 
in Sacramento and not in San. Fran- 
cisco, “‘unless,”’ he added bitterly, ‘‘the 
Call and Chronicle make him.” 

They are teiiing a good story on 
Burns io the effect that when it was 
found that Cutter of Yuba, known from 
one end of the State to the other as a 
shrewd politician and legislator, was 
being countcd among Grant's follow- 
ing, Billy Hamilton went to him to 
“sound” him. Hamilton got at him 
by asking ,.how a certain Assembly- 
man from Cutter county stood. Cut- 
ter, however, was not to be fooled. 
In his peculiarly inimitable way he 
drawled: “Well, if you want to know 
what I think of Burns, I will answer 
you in one word—what Punch said of 
matrimony—don’t.”” Burns’s touts are 
claiming that Huber of Azusa will be 
one of the first cf the Los Angeles dele- 
gation to “‘break away,’ and that he 
will be found in Burns’s camp. 

The Chronicle printed a long story to- 
day to show that Hart North, ex-As- 
sembly-nan and present Commissioner 
of Immigration, was inon a scheme to 
foist upon the State a certain brand of 
yoting machine, and that he would do 
this by a bug insertcd tn a bill to go 
before the Legislature. Though North’s 
reputation is not of the best, a news- 
paper man, a friend cf his, says that 
six months ago he had occasion to in- 
vestigate the machine which a Liver- 
more man had invented, and at that 
time he found North was interested in 
the machine now mentioned, as a possi- 
ble business opening for himself with- 
out regard to legislation. 
North declares if any bug is in the bill 
it was inserted without his knowledge 
or consent.

TWO SHAMELESS MEN. 


Only Two Say They Will Support 
Burns—Strong, but Truc. 
[BY DIRECL WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 28.—[{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] The Chronicle will 
say tomorrow: “No meenber of the 
Legislature who aids in befouling the 
reputation of the commonwealth, and 
in destroying the Republican party by 
casting his vote for Dan Burns, need 
cherish the belief for a moment that 
any Republican paper will ever dare 
to support him for office. The exposure 
of Burns’s record as County Clerk of 
Yolo county and as Secretary of State 
is having its effect in crystallizing pub- 
lic sentiment against him. California 
has no use for a twice-defaulting offi- 
cial, and when he takes refuge across 
the boundaries of Mexico he is returned 
as a convicted felon on furlough. 

“It is not possible that there is room 
for a ticket-of-leave’ man in tthe na- 
tional Legislature. The Chronicle has 


called upon every enember of the Legis- 


lature to declare himself fiatfooted on 
the que:.cion of Burns's candidacy.

promptly. Only two Legislators in the 
entire State were found who had the 
shamelessness to avow their partisan- 
ship for Burns, and these two were of 
the San Francisco type of small politi- 
cians who are indebted to Burns for 
their bread and butter.

That Number of Senators 
Favor Expansion, 


Will Vote for Ratification 
the Treaty of Peace, 


The Only Danger to it and the 
Canal Bill is in Delay. 


Both May He Talked to Death, 
The Hawatian Cable Concession, 
Miles-Eagan Ruampus—Successor 
to Senator Morrill.

WASEINGTON, Dec. 28.—[{ Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Seventy Senators are now 
claimed as being sufficiently in favor of 
expansion to vote for ratification of the 
treaty of peace, when that document 
comes up before the Senate. Up to yes- 
terday the numb*r was seventy-one, 
but the death of Senator Morrell re- 
duces that number by one. This is out 
of a membership of ninety in the Sen- 
ate, which shows that even should g>me 
Senators wrogly be placed in the ex- 
pansion column, the treaty will be rat- 
ified without difficulty™ if its friends 
can get a vote unon it. The opposition 
has sufficient strength to consume 
many days in ta’'k, however, so that 
the vote may be delayed until the last 
part of the session. 

There is one great danger in this de- 
lay for the Nicaragua Canal. When the 
Senate gets to considering the teraty 
those same Senators who oppose the ca- 
nal will also oppose the treaty and, by 
talking against the treaty in executive 
session, they will be consuming time 
which ought to be devoted to the canal 
debate. Considering that from January 
4 to March 4 is only sixty days, with 
eight Sundays out, leaving only fifty- 
two working days, it will not be a diffi- 
cult task for the opposition Senators 
to talk either the treaty cr the Nic- 
aragua Canal Bill to death.

THREE FEASIBLE ROUTES. 


Figures on the Nicaragua Canal, 
Morgan’s Estimate. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ]° 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 28.—Copies of 
the preliminary report of the Nicara- 
gua Canal Commission, of which Ad- 
miral Walker is chairman, have been 
furnished to Senator Morgan and oth- 
ers interested in the bill now pending 
in Congress on that subject. The com- 
mission has not fully worked out all 
the details of construction of the pro- 
posed canal, but the reports simply 
presents briefly the views of the com- 
missioners as to the feasibility of the 
work, and the maximum cost at which 
it is believed the waterway can be con- 

structed. 

Three routes are spoken of, viz.: The 
old low level, the high level, or Meno- 
cal route, and an intermediate route, 
and all of these, Senator Morgan says, 
the commission consider feasible of 
construction. For the purpose of ar- 
riving at an estimate of probable max- 
imum cost, the commission submitted 
figures on the low-level route which 
the Senator seys is considered the 
longest and most expensive.

Establishment of One in Japan is

APPEARED AFFECTED 


STRAIN TOLD ON MRS. BOTKIN 
YESTERDAY NOON. 


Most Interesting Day Since the Trial 
of the Famous Case First 
Commenced, 


BOTH SIDES FIGHTING HARD. 
ARGUMENTS OF THE COUNSEL AT- 
TRACTING CROWDS. 
Valuable Supreme Court Records,. 
Involving Millions, are Misring. 


State Teachers’ Association. 
Carison in Luck, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO; Dec. 28.—This 
was the most interesting day in the 
Batkin case since the trial of the wo- 
man for the murder of Mrs. Dunning 
commenced. The proceedings opened 
this morning with an argument by 
Atty.-Gen. White of Delaware for the 
prosecution. Mr. White addressed the 
jury quietly, and proceeded to review 
the testimony brought out during the 
trial. He called attention to the chain 
of circumstantial evidence against Mrs. 
Botkin, and said that if the jury be- 
lieved the evidence of the witnesses 
for the prosecution, that Mrs. Botkin 
must be convicted of murder in the 
first degree. Mr. White dwelt upon 
the awfulness of the crime and the un- 
suspecting, defenseless condition of the 
victims. His argument lasted all the 
morning, and during its progress Mrs. 
Botkin listened most attentively. AS 
Mr. White concluded, she leaned her 
head on her arms and seemed to be 
greatly affected. 

At the afternoon session Attorney 
George A. Knight made the principal 
argument for the defense. Mr. Knight’s 
reputation as an orator, and his abil- 
ity as a criminal lawyer attracted an 
enormous crowd to the courtroom. 
Many prominent attorneys were in at- 
tendance in addition to many well- 
known citizes. Mr. Knight talked for 
early three hours, and endeavored to 
convince the jury of the weakness of 
the prosecution’s case and the lack of 
motive for the committing of such a 
crime by Mrs. Botkin. Mr. Knight 
urged the jury not to be influenced by 
the outery caused by the recent ac- 
quittal of Walter Rosser, the Tennes- 
see soldier who murdered an inoffensive 
citizen of San Francisco, and referred 
to the Maybrick and Dreyfus cases as 
instances of the suffering of innocent 
people because of public opinion. 

Mr. Knight denounced Dr. Bushop. 
the Dover physician who attended the 
poisoned woman, and was most bitter 
in his condemnation of the methods of 
the San Francisco police. Mr. Dunning, 
the husband of the murdered woman, 
also came in for a liberal share of the 
attorney’s vitriolic sentences. Partic- 
ular attention was called to the fact 
that Mrs. Botkin, the alleged author of 
the anonymous letters that were mailed 
in San Francisco in June, was in 
Eureka, Cal., all that month, and could 
not possibly have mailed the letters 
there. Mrs. Grace Harris, who identi- 
fied Mrs. Botkin as the woman whov 
purchased the handkerchief which was 
found in the box of poisoned candy, 
was denounced as an untruthful and 
dissolute woman. The testimony of the 
candy girls who identified Mrs. Botkin 
‘@s the woman who purchased the 
candy, was also vigorously attacked 
by the lawyer. 

In-‘speaking about the allesed pur- 
chase of atsenic by Mrs. Poticia on 
June 1, Knight sought to show the im- 
probability of her keeping the poison 
until July 31, when she purchased the 
candy.. He did not, however, directly 
deny the purchase of arsenic. Writing 
Expert Ames, who came here from 
New York, and testified that Mrs. Bot- 
kin was the author of the anonymous 
letters and also addressed the wrap- 
per on the candy, was denownced as 
coming here and testifying for the 
prosecution because he was paid to tes- 
tify that way. Mr. Knight laid great 
stress upon the fact that the arsenic 
found in the candy was in lump form. 
whereas Druggist Grey testified that 
Mrs. Botkin purchased powdered arse- 
nic. He contended also that there was 
no legal proof that Mrs. Dunning had 
died of arsenical poisoning. An av- 
topsy, he said, was necessary to prove 
the cause of death in any poisoning 
case. 

Mr. Knight contended that the prose- 
cution had failed to show a motive 
on Mrs, Botkin’s part for the commis- 
sion of the crime. It had been shown 
during the trial that Mrs. Botgn had 


persistently refused to allow her hus- 


band to procure a divorce and this 
showed that she had no desire to marry 
Mr. Dunning. 

Mr. Knight closed with a brilliant 
peroration in which he described Mrs. 
Botkin as an innocent, persecuted wo- 
man, and he urged the jury to exoner- 
ate her from the horrible’ suspicion 
that had rested upon her through the 
machinations of the police. 

The case will go on tomorrow, when 
Attorney McGowan will make an argu- 
ment for the defense, and Dist.-Atty. 
Hosmer will close for the prosecution. 
It is expected the case will be given to 
the jury Friday morning. -

T. C. WALKER INQUIRY. 


No One Held Responsible for the Ex- 
plosion—Engineers Suspended, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 28.—As a re- 
sult of the inquiry into the explosion of 
the T. C. Walker near Turner's Land- 
ing, November 27; the inspectors of 
hulls ond boilers will issue orders to 
navigators of bay and river steamers, 
requiring two licensed engineers on 
each watch. The evidence brought out 
convinced the inspectors that the dis- 
aster waS caused by law water in the 
boilers. 

No one was held responsible for the 
explosion, but Chief Engineer Charles 
Sampson and Engineers W. H. Douglas 
and Richard J. Murray were sus- 
pended Sampson for three months, and 
the two others for two months each. 
The trio were disciplined for the sacne 
cause—the insertion and removal of @ 
nonfusible metal plug in one of the 
boilers without report being made ac- 
cording to law. 

The order for two engineers on each 
watch will be issued because of the 
evidence of Sampson, Murray and 
Douglas. They each testified that. ow- 
ing to the distance of the engine-room 
from the boilers, it was impossible for 
the engineer to watch the condition of 
the water. Chief Enigneer Sampson 
testified that he had been obliged to 
send the electrician to get a report of 


the water gauges, as he could not leave 


the engine-room. 

Inspectors’ Bolger and Balles, after 
hearing the testimony and examining 
the exploded boilers, found that the 
tubes on the starboard wing boiler 
showed evidence of having been over- 
heated, and that the metal in the fusible 
plug had been melted. Tnese facts 
were considered concluisve that there 
was low water in the WalKer’s boilers 
at the time of the explosion. The fe- 
port which was completed this after- 
noon, fixes the damage to the steamer 
at $2500. 


BRISK RAILROAD WAR, 


New Impetus Given by Condemna- 
tion Proceedings Just Filed. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

WALLA WALLA (Wash.,) Dec. 28.— 
The railroad war between the Oregon 
Railway and Navigation Company and 
the Northern Pacific Railroad, received 
fresh impetus today when condemna- 
tion proceedings were’ commenced’ in 
the Superior Court by the Snake River 
Valley Railroad Company against the 
Northern Pacific, Farmers’ Loan and 
Trust Company of New York, the Cen- 
tral Trust Company, Clearwater Short 
Line Railroad, T. A. vom Hollenbeck, 
E. P. Kuhl and Samuel! A. Ash, to se- 
cure the right-of-way across tse North- 
ern Pacific lands for the railroad be- 
tween Walla Walla and Lewiston. 

The petitioner alleges that the deed 
recently executed to the Clearwater 
Short Line by the Northern Pacific of 
the right-of-way was made to prevent 
the plaintiff from condemning the land, 
and was not received in good faith with 
the intention of constructing a rail- 
road thereon, and that neither the 
Northern Pacific nor the earwater 
Short Line ever surveyed or located a 
line across said lands. 

Petitioner also alleges that an offer 
was made to buy the right-of-way from 
the Northern Pacific, but the latter g2- 
fused to sell except on condition that 
it be located to the satisfaction of the 
engineer of the Northern Pacific. 

The hearing of the petition will come 
up January 25 next. 


DENIED THE MOTION, 


San” Francisco School Board Still 
Held Under Restraint. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 28.—Judge 
Belcher today denied the motion to dis- 
solve the injunction restraining the 
Board of Education from appointing 
or electing teachers and from abolish- 
ing the business evening school. 

The decision effectually blocks the 
Board of Education, the members of 
which had fully intended to make 
radical changes in the personnel of the 
school department at tonight’s meet- 
ing. Should any action be taken con- 
trary to the decision, the school direc- 
tors would be guilty of contempt of 
court, and subject to the penalties pro- 
vided by law therefor. 

Judge Belcher declared in his decis- 
ion that nine of the directors had con- 
spired to increase the staff of public 
school teachers to unnecessary propor- 
tions, and that 200 had arleady been 
appointed in excess of all requirements, 
entailing an unnecessary expenditure 
of $200,000 a year; that it was the in- 
tention of the board to further increas 
the number of teachers in the face of a 
$300,000 deficit in the funds of the 
school department.

CHARLES IRWIN ARRESTED. 


Murderer and Counterfeiter Again in 
the Law’s

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 28.—Charles 
Irwin is under arrest at St. Helena on 
a charge of counterfeiting. Secret 
Service Agent Robert Brown left to- 
night to bring Irwin to San Francisco 
for trial. Irwin has had a varied 
career. He is about 55 years old, and 
has the reputation of being a very 
clever maker of counterfeit money. 
The dollars, halves and quarters that 
have been circulated on the Coast 
lately are supposed to have been made 
by him. 

Irwin first came into public notice 
about twenty years ago, when he was 
sentenced to life imprisonment in San 
Quentin for the murder of a United 
States Marshal. The marshal was 
killed in a raid upon counterfeiters in

1892. Two years later he was arrested

He was releaséd January 29 
last, and immediately went to the hills 
of Marin county and started at his old 
vocation. Secret Service Agent Brown 
has been after him for some time, but 
he was well intrenched among the hills 
and seldom appeared.

THE DATE LINE, 

The 180th meridian is not invariably 
the line, the crossing of which, as one 
sails eastward or westward, marks the 
gain or the loss of a day, according to 
the New York Sun. 

The date line, as that devious route 
through the Pacific Ocean -is called, 
passes through the middle of Bering 
Strait, and then turns to the southwest 
till it reaches 170 deg. east longitude. 
That keeps Attu, Uncle. Sam’s most 
westerly possession in the Aleutian 
chain, on the east of the line. Further 
south the line returns to the 180th 
meridian and follows it till it reaches 
a point near the Fiji Islands, from 
which point it follows an angle to the 
eastward, so that those and other 
neighboring isles of the sea are on the 
same side of the line as Australia and 
New Zealand. South of there it re- 
turns to the 180th meridian, and follows 
it to the South Pole. 

A day begins on the date line at any 
given latitude at midnight. As the 
earth revolves the midnight point 
moves westward. Soon it is midnight 
in Asia, then in Europe and later in 
the United States. The midnight point 
moves to the spot of beginning when 
the next day commences, and so on. 
The variations of the date line from the 
180th meridian gives the Aleutian Isl- 
ands the same date as New York, ex- 
cept when the meridian of midnight is 
moving somewhere between them. In 
the same way the Fiji and other neigh- 
boring islands, although on the oppo- 
site side of the 180th meridian from 
Australia and New Zealand, have the 
Same date as the latter, except during 
the brief period that the meridian of 
midnight is between them. 

In connection with these. facts it 
should be remembered that the Philip- 
pine Islands are 60 degrees west of the 
date line. The longitude of Los Ange- 
les is approximately 120 deg. west, 
while that of Manila closely approaches 
120 east from Greenwich, or London. 
Cut the earth from its surface to its 
exis on the meridians of Los Angeles, 
London and Manila and the globe would 
be evenly divided into. three parts.

AMERICAN WOOL TRADE. 


INTERESTING FACTS AND FIGURES 
ON THE SUBJECT. 


Gooa Inquiry the Presrent Week, but 


Poor Sales Throughout the Year. 
Survey of the Situation in the 
United States Gives 1898 a Black 
Eye. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

Dec. 28.—The American 
Woot and Cotton Reporter, will say to- 
morrow of. the wool trade: 

“The last week of the year has been 
characterized by a good inquiry for 
wool, and with fully as good a feeling 
as has been noticed for months. AH 
eyes are now turned toward the goods 
market. All are looking for an im- 
provement in the demand for fabrics, 
which, if it develops, will bring a large 
volume of business into the wool mar- 
ket in the course of the next month or 
two. 

“The demand for domestic wools dur- 
ing the past week has run principally 
to Territory, Texas and pulled wools, 
while in foreign wools the chief 
features have been the sales of some 
round lots of Australian wools. In un- 
washed quarter and _ three-eighths 
blood wools, a fair movement is alsu 


noted. Fleeces, as a rule, have been 
quiet. 


“The sales of the week in Boston 
amount to 2,750,000 pounds domestic 
and 1,045,000 pounds foreign, making a 
total of 3,795,000 against a total of 6,- 
624,000 pounds for the previous week, 
and a total of 7,396,000 pounds for the 
corresponding week last year. Sales 
since January 1, 1898, amount to 141,- 
132,510 pounds against 369,028,110 last 
year at this time. 

ANNUAL WOOL REVIEW. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.]} 

BOSTON, Dec. 28.—The Wool and 
Cotton Reporter, in its annual review, 
which comprises a survey of the wool 


situation in the United States in 1898 | 


in all-its features, will say tomorrow: 
“To briefly summarize, there are | 
279,319,017 pounds of wool in the United 
States today outside of manufacturers’ 
hands, against 223,719,296 pounds at the 
close of 1897. The amount in the three 
principal markets is 144,571,446 pounds 
against 158,754,296 pounds a year ago, 
and 144,831,788 pounds two years ago. 
It will be noted that while the stocks 
in the three leading markets are 14,182,- 
850 pounds smaller than a year ago, 
the stocks throughout the entire coun- 
-try are 55,557,721 pounds larger. Wool 
has come forward from the West much 
more slowly than usual. This may be 
illustrated by the fact that the receipts 
of domestic wool at Boston this year 


amounted to only 80,969,000 pounds 
against 180,916,400 pounds in 1897, a. 


falling-off of practically 50 per» cent. 
In fact, the sales in Boston during 
1897 were 15,540,486 pounds larger than 
the total receipts of both domestic and 
foreign. 

“The sales in Boston were 141,132,510 
pounds, against 361,632,100 pounds in the 
previous year. The sales in the three 
leading markets of the country were 
230,486,385 pounds, @gainst 527,055,375 
in 1897. The sales in 1898 were the smal}- 
est so far during the last decade of the 
nineteenth century except those for 


1893, which amounted to only , 199,504,383 
pounds. 


“The average weekly sales in the 


seats leading markets were about 4,- 
pounds, compared with over 10,- 
000,000 pounds in 1897. ’ 
“Nominal quotations on wool were 
fairly well maintained during the

Application will be filed today in the 
City Council by the Edison Electric 
Company for another extension of time 
in which to fully comply with what is 
known as the conduit ordinance. The 
matter will be considered at the ad- 
journed session of the Council this af- 
ternoon, and it is probable that the ap- 
plication will be granted for the com- 
pany asserts that it will make such a 
showing as will convince the members 
that it has been through no fault of 
theirs that they have not completed 
their compliance with the ordinance. 

If the time is again extended it will 
be the fourth time that the Council has 
taken such action. The ordinance was 
adopted early in 1897, and according to 
its terms the several electrical compa- 
nies were given one year in which to 
get their wires underground and their 
poles off the streets in a certain de- 
scribed portion of the city that has 
since come to be called the conduit dis- 
trict. The ordinance was to have gone 
into effect last April, and for nearly a 
year the companies did nothing toward 
complying with it. It was subseqeuntly 
admitted that there was an effort made 
to have the companies stand together 
and fight the ordinance, but when that 
plan was abandoned the companies be- 
gan their work in earnest, but too late 
for them to complete the work before 
the ordinance was to have gone into 
effect. The Council was asked to grant 
a three months’ extension, and did so. 
and from April 3 to July 3, the ordi- 
nance was not in force. Then the 
companies came in again with another 
request for an extension. Their argu- 
ment was that owing to the war, and 
the demands which the government was 
making on the companies which make 
the material which they needed it was 
impossible for them to get such ma- 
terial, ands the second extension was 
granted. Three months elapsed, and 
again there was a petition for another 
extension, and this too, after a lively 
contest, was granted. That was three 
months ago, and in that time the sev- 
eral companies have been doing much 
work. Scores of poles have been re- 
moved from the streets, and the tele- 
phone and telegraph companies have 
practically completed their work. 
Some of the other companies are fur- 
ther advanced toward completion than 
others, but the Edison is one of the 
companies which has found it impossi- 
ble to get their underground service 
complete. 

Gen. Manager Thaxter of that com- 


pany, said yesterday: ‘We have done 


all we possibly could to get the work 
complete, but it has been a physical 


impossibility. We did not think we 
would have to wait all this time for the 
material which should have been here 
six months ago, but in spite of our fre- 
quent telegraphic demands the eastern 
company which supplies the material 
has not sent all that we require. It is 
simply a case of being compelled to ask 
for more time. Our company is no bet- 
ter off than some of the others. Iam 
sure I can convince the Council of the 
justice of the request.” 

Mr. Thaxter has a number of tele- 
grams which he will display before the 
Council today in support of his peti- 
tion. 


MORE FIRE APPARATUS, 


Tro New Trucks and Seven Chem- 
icals to Be Bought at Once. 

From shortly after 2 o'clock until 
after 5 io’clock yesterday afternoon the 
members of the Committee on Fire 
and Water, of the City Council, the 
members of the Board of Fire Com- 
missioners and Chief Moore had under 
consideration the bids submitted to the 
Council Monday for furnishirsy the 
city with two city trucks and seven 
combination chemical engines and hose 
wagons. The matter had been heard 
at length by the commissioners at 
their mornir,: session, but the joint 
meeting was arranged according to the 
reference of the bids by the Council, 
and was for the final determination of 
the matter. There were bids on hand 
for almost any kind of hook and lad- 
der truck or chemical that is in use, 
and as the contract is an important one 
the rivalry between the agents for the 
several companies was so intense that 
at times their argument became almost 
personal. Chairman Blanchard, of the 
Fire and Water Committee presided, 
and there were present Councilmen 
Nickell, Hutchison, Ashman, Mathuss, 
the latter two remaining during only 
part of the session; Commissioners 
Kuhrts, Sinsabaugh, Sabichi, Wells, 
Mayor Snyder and Chief Moore. Four 
agents appeared before the meeting, 
R. S. Chapman representing the Sea- 
grave Trussed Truck Company, and 
the Holloway Chemical Engine Com- 
pany; Mr. King of Hawley, King & 
Co., representing the Racine, Wis., 
company, which makes both chemical 
engines and trucks; F. B. McElroy ap- 
pearing for the .Rumsey Pump Com- 
pany of Seneca Falls, N. Y.. and A. A. 
McClavrehrey representing the Fire Ex- 
tinguisher Manufacturing Company of 
Chicago. Each of the agents had come 
to the meeting armed with scores of 
photographs, blue prints, etc., and all 
of them wanted the entire contract. 
They talked for two hours, and the 
committee and commissioners then 
went into executive session for an- 
other hovr. They did not arrive at 
their decision without a contest, and 
the result as announced was a com- 
promise to satisfy some of the mem- 
bers. The following award was recom- 
mended to the Council, and will he 
acted upon at the special meeting this 
afternoon: 

One Seagrave trussed ladder truck, 
without rear tiller wheel, R. S. Chap- 
man, $2250. 

One Babcock plain city truck, from 
the Chicarzo company, $2005. 

One combination chemical engine and 
hose wagon from the Racine comnany, 
Hawley. King & Co., agents, $1850 . 

Two Holloway combination chemical 


‘engines and hose wagons, R_ &. Chan- 
“man, agent, $1990 each. 


Four Champion combination chemi- 
eal engines and hose wagons, A. A. 
McClavirthrey, agent, $1995 each. 

All of the combination chemical en- 
zines are to consist of steel frames 
with perforated sides and exposed 
tanks. They are to he delivered as soon 
as nessible after the approval of the 
contract.

Fire Commissioners Put in an Entire 
Day on City Business. 

The members of the Board of Fire 
Commissioners, spent nearly. the entire 
day yesterday in the work of selecting 
from among the bids presented, two 
city hook-and-ladder trucks and seven 


combination chemical engines and hose 


wagons. In the morning they held 
their last regular session, at which, in 
addition to hearing speeches by a 
number of visiting agents, they dis- 
posed of all the routine business that 
was called to their attention. 

The bids for furnishing the apparatus 
mentioned had been opened in the City 
Council the day before, and had been 
referred to the Fire and Water Com- 
mittee of that body, together with the 
Board of tire Commissioners. Some 
of the commissioners thought that they 
had not been treated with proper ceur- 
tesy by. the Council, contending that 
the bids should have been referred di- 
rect to the commission, and then after 
that body had made its selection, the 
Council committee could take action. 
Commissioner Kuhrts did not coincide 
with this view. He asserted that after 
all the Council wes the real power in 
the matter of awarding contracts, and 
he thought that in inviting the com- 
missioners to meet with the committee 
the Council had done al! that could be 
expected. It was therefore arranged 
that there should be a joint meeting in 
the afternoon for the final considera- 
tion of the bids. This decision did not 
deter the agents who did not wish tu 
lose an opportunity to present the al- 
leged merits of their respective bids. 
The discussion was lively in the ex- 
treme, and at several points there were 
Sharp exchanges by the _ speakers. 
There was nothing for the commis- 
sioners to do, however, until the after- 
noon session, and after hearing all that 
the agents had te say they proceeded to 
routine business. 

Chief Moore reported that during the 
past week there had been five alarms 
of fire, the loss amounting to more than 
$10,000. The largest fire was that 
which destroyed a portion of China- 
town. There was one Christmas-tree 
fire at No. 144 South Hill street, but 
the loss there was trifling. 

A communication was received from 
Superintendent J. A. Muir of the South- 
ern Pacific, in which it was stated that 
at the recent fire at the Standard 031 
Company's plant, the fire department 
had used about three § thousand 
pounds of coal belonging to the 
Southern Pacific for the fire en- 
gines. The railroad company had de- 
cided to make no charge for this coal, 
but would donate it to the department. 
The donation was accepted by the com- 
mission, and the Chief was directed to 
convey the thanks of the commission to 
Mr. Muir. 

The application of Henry Martz for 
permission to operate a steam boiler in 
his new building on Broadway near 
Fourth street was granted on recom- 
mendation of the Chief. 


Applications for appointment as call-. 


men in the department from J. FE. Hall, 
Edward Starr and Joseph Bushey 
were received and placed on file. 

The matter of -the erection of subur- 
ban police stations at the same place 
as some of the proposed new engine- 
houses was mentioned, and it was de- 
clared to be the sense of the commis- 
sion ‘‘that the recommendations of the 
Police Board for a union of police sub- 
stations in the Vernon and Hoover dis- 
tricts be carried out, and that the cost 
of the land and buildings be borne by 
the two departments in proportion tu 
the benefits derived therefrom.” 1: 
was ordered that the Council be no- 
tified of the action of the commission 
in the matter. 

Chief Moore stated to the commis-

sion that he was anxious to reappoint 
W. J. Gardner to a position as driver 
in the fire department. Gardner is one 
of the oldest firemen !n the city, and 
some time ago he resigned to enter 
business, retaining a position as fore- 
man of callmen and sub-driver. He 
now desired to return to the depart- 
ment, and on the recommendation of 
the Chief he was appointed. He will 
be assigned to a position today. 


AN EXCELLENT BOND. 


Treasurer Hartwell Gives the City 
Ample Security. 

The official bond of City Treasurer 
W. A. Hartwell was filed in the office 
of the City Clerk yesterday afternoon. 
He did not pay for the services of a 
surety company, but secured as sure- 
ties ten persons, any one of whom is 
worth twice the amount in which he is 
pledged. Instead of making his bonds- 
men sign the full amount of his bond 
they bind themselves in different 
amounts, as follows: H. W. Hellman, 
$70,000; domeline Childs, $70,000; Andrew 
Glassell, $60,000: George W. Hughes, 
$20,000: George Mason, $20,000; I.

CASE OF SOUR GRAPES.” 


Reply to a Criticism of the League 
of American Municipalitics. 

When, about a month ago, the Fi- 
nance Committee of the City Council 
recommended that the city of Los An- 
geles become a member of the League 
of American Municipalities, an organ- 
ization intended to promote: the inter- 
ests of cities by making possible the 
exchange of ideas as to their govern- 
ment, the City Hall was suddenly flood- 
ed with copies of an Indianapolis pub- 
lication known as “Municipal Engin- 
eering.”’ The copy that was sent to a 
number of the city officials was not a 
current one, but was the issue of last 
September. It contained a severe 
“roast” of the League and of B. F. 
Gilkison, secretary of the league, in 
particular. The article was carefully 
marked, and as a result of it the mem- 
bership fee of this city was not sent 
East, but the Councilmen interested de- 
aided to wait till they could learn more 
about the matter. This fact was pub- 
lished in The Times, and as a resuit of 
that publication, the secretary of the 
league has replied to the criticism. 
Mayor Snyder, City Clerk Hance and 
other city officials received a long let- 
ter from the secretary in which he 
gives an explanation of the roast. His 
letter follows: 

“We observe from the Los Angeles 
Times of December 17 that there is 
some doubt as to the approval of the 
recommendation of your Finance Com- 
mittee to make the city of Los Angeles 


a member of the League of American 


Municipalities. The article in The 
Times states that some of your city 
officials have received copies of Muni- 
cipal Engineering, containing a criti- 
cism of our organization in general and 
myself in particular. In order that 
you may know the truth, I take the 
liberty of addressing this letter to You 
and other members of your city gov- 
ernment. 

“The League of American Municipali- 
ties was originated and organized hy 
City Government, a monthly paper 
published in New York. City Govern- 
ment spent much time and money in 
the formation of the league, and at the 
first convention, held at Columbus, O., 
the writer, who was at that time*one 
of the publishers cf City Government, 
was unanimously elected secretary of 
the organization. Before the league 
was organized and during the time 
when City Government was promoting 
the first convention, Municipal Eng- 
neering of Indianapolis antagonized 
the movement. This Indianapolis 
paper has continued since then to an- 
tagonize the league and its officials. It, 
is merely a case of “sour grapes,” and) 
it is well understood by a great manw 
city officials throughout the country. 
Municipal Engineering has labored in- 
cessantly to retard the progress of the 
league, but without avail. The city 
of ‘Indianapolis, where Municipal En- 
gineering is published, and where the 
influence of that paper is most exerted, 
is a member of the league, and Mayor 
Taggart of that city would doubtless 
tell you the charges against the league 
made in Municipal Engineering are 
without foundation. Other cities he- 
lenging to the league are New York, 
Philadelphia. New Orleans, Denver, 
Minneapolis, Louisville, Providence, Da- 
troit, St. Joseph, Portland, Me.; Jersey 
City, Atlanta, Houston, Tex.; and over 
one hundred others. 


At the first convention of the league. 


there was an attendance of about 700 
city officials, and at the second con- 
vention at Detroit four months ago 
there were present nearly 1509. At 
this convention were such representa- 
tive men as Mayor Mac Murray of 
Denver: Mayor Taggart of Indian- 
apolis; Mayor Collier of Atlanta; 
Mayor Traylor of Dallas: Mayor Mac- 
Vicar of Des Moines: Mayor McGuire 
of Syracuse; Mayor Weaver of Louis- 
ville. ete. As to the work being car- 
ried on by the league, we might refer 
vou to the Mayor of any city which is 
a member. 

“We trust that you will give this 
matter your careful consideration, and 
will understand the animus of the at- 
tack made upon our organization. by 
the Indianapolis paper.” 

Te letter was signed by B. F. Gilki- 


son of New York, secretary of the 
league. Just what action will ba 


taken with reference to the matter can 
not now be stated. The requisition for 
the $50 for the city’s dues in the league 
has been held up by the Finance Com- 
mitteee of the Council. and as there 
will be a new Finance Committee next 
week that body may take up the mat- 
ter. The present committee is not ex- 
pected to hold any more meetings, two 
of its members, Councilmen Mathuss 
and ‘eons going out of office Janu- 
ary

SCRAPS OF HUMANITY THAT HAVE 
BEEN BANDIED ABOUT, 


Each Cared for Luxuriously by Dif- 
ferent Ladies, and Now Both are 
Legally Adopted by Mr. and Mrs. 
W. Kerckhoff. 


Surely never were two little mites 
of children more bandied about from 
hand to hand, and from guardian to 
guardian that Phyllis) and Gertrude 
Burns, the twin children of Albert and 
Julia Burns. ‘ 

On the &th of November, 1896, the 
mother died leaving her new born babes 
to the father’s care. He appealed 
through Mrs. Elmira T. Stephens, to 
the ladies of the Friday Morn- 
ing Club, and, at once Mrs. 
Philip “erie and Mrs. Kerckhoff 
volunteered to each take one of the 
babes, and did s»9, while the 
were only five days old. From thence 
on the little ones prospered and grew 
apace; they lacked for nothing that 
money could supply.

Without any notice or warning of any 
Kind a deputy sheriff appeared at the 
Erie home and took possession of 
baby: Phyllis. Mrs. Erie was not at 
home at the time, but speedily followed 
into court with her attorney. It ap- 
peared that the father hed invoked 
the aid of the law to recover posses- 
sion of the child, ostensibly on the 
ground that Mrs. Erie was ahout to 
take it out of the State. Mrs. Erie 
protested that in the two years she had 
got to regard Phyllis as her own, that 
she would leave the child in good care 
at home if desired, but that in going 
East it was only for a temporary so- 
journ. Judge Van Dyke, before whom 
the habeas-corpus proceeding was 
heard, said that he had no option in 
the matter, and despite any personal 
opinion or felling he might have in the 
matter the law gave the child to the 
father as the natural guardian.

THE GATTO GUARDIANSHIP. 


Grandmother Hianci Face to Face 


With a Dilemma. 
The fight for the guardianship of 
Frances and Carlotta Gatto has ended, 
_and the children will remain in the cus- 


tody of the father in San Francisco, 


where they were taken when Judge Van 
Dyke made his order. 
In making what may be regarded as 
final decision in the matter Judge 
(lark, in an opinion handed down yes- 
terday, briefly reviews the steps taken, 
and which lift this case from out the 
ordinary routine of guardianship mat- 
ters. In November. 1895, an order wags 
in Department Two appointing 
Mrs. Josephine Bianci, the grandmother 
‘children, quardian of the persons 
of the minors, and jetters 
guardianship were issued to her 
This order was made without notice to 
the father of the children, the petition 
alleging, however, that he had deserted 
and abandoned them. In the early 
part of the present month, upon petf- 
tion for a writ of habeas corpus Drought 
by the father to obtain the custody 
of the children, and heard in De- 
partment Four, Judge aVn Dyke held 
that in making the order of appotnt- 
ment of November, 1895, without notice

to the father, the court exceeded its 
jurisdiction and the order was null 
and void. The custody of the children 


was thereupon awarded to the father, 
and they were removed by him to San 
Francisco, which is and has been for a@ 
long time his place of residence. 

“In passing upon this petition,” says 
Judge Clark, “there are two sections of 
the code to be considered. The first 
declares that ‘The residence of the 
father during his lifé, and, after his 
deoth, the residence of the mother while 
she remains unmarried, is the residence 
of the unmarried child.’ And the other 


reads: ‘The Superior Court of each 
county, when it appears necessary or 


convennent, may appoint guardians of 
the persons and estates, or either of 
them, of minors who have no guare 
dian legally appointed by will or deed, 


and who are inhabitants or residents of 


the county, etc.’ 

“Tt is apparent that petitioner fs here 
in a somewhat peculiar position. She 
must take the position e‘ther that the 
order of November, 1895, appointing her 
guardian, is a valid and binding order 
and the ruling of the court in Depart- 
ment Four referred to be an error, or 
that the said ruling is correct and the 
oder a nullity. and whichever horn of 
the dilemma she may take the resuit 
will be the same. If the order (of No- 
vember, 1895.) be a valid one, then the 
children are not without a guardian: 
she is their guardian, and the petition 
is without purpose, and if, upon the 
other hand, the order is null and vod, 
the residence of the children, following 
the residence of the father, is in the 
eity and county of San Francisco, and 


this court is without jurisdiction. Tha, . 
prayer of the petitioner must be denied 


and petition dismissed.”

Old Mrs. Faust Awaiting the Determ.

There is an old lady in aa insane 
ward at the County Hospttal whose 
story, so far as can be learned, {s ine 
deed most pitiable.

THE CHURCH CASE, 


A Charge of Embezzlement Lost im 
the Shuffle. 

In the District Attorney’s office, as 
in the other county offices, there is a 
general cleaning up being made this 
week, and in this overhauling’ some 
rather odd things are seeing the light.

A CURIOUS CASE. An aged lady 
named Katherine Juenger, was brought 
before Drs. Mathis and Davisson yes- 
terday for examination on the insanity 
charge. Two witnesses testified to the 
erratic behavior of the patient, but on 
the other hand, several witnesses tes- 
tified to her being quiet and in no way 
displaying signs of mental disturbance. 
The complaint had been sworn to by 
the landlady of the house where Mrs. 
Juenger used to room, and the violent 
behavior testified by her happened in 
October. There being no testimony to 
show that the old lady had been re- 
cently other than perfectly normal, she 
was discharged. Ten minutes later Wil- 
liam Juenger, son of the old lady, ap- 
peared and demanded that a complaint 
be issued to him against his mother. 
He was wrathy at her having been dis- 
charged, and said that she was making 
life a burden to him. As the ink was 
not yet dry on the woman's discharge 
paper a new complaint was refused, the 
son being told that if he waited for a 
day at least then he might obtain what 
he desired. Juenger, who is clerk in a 
Main-street drug store, went away, but 
returned and threatened what he would 
do if he didn’t get that complaint. But 
he didn’t get it. It appeared that the 
complaint upon which the mother was 
arrested was sworn out by desire of 
the son, but he did not appear as a 
witness, and the lapse in time from 
October last to date made it impossible 


that the patient could be sent to High- 
land. 


A BURIAL CLAIM. In the suit of H. 
C. Porter against M. Lewin, as admin- 
istrator of the estate of John M. 
Hughes, deceased, the Supreme Court 
has affirmed the order of the lower 
court.

MAKE A GREAT DEAL. 


Will Spend Millions to Save Ex- 
pense of Loading and Un- 
loading Cars,

WILL MOVE THEIR QUARTERS. 
BUILDINGS TO BE TORN DOWN FOR 
THEIR ACCOMMODATION, 


Modern Blocks to Be Bailt, and the 
Southern Pacific Railrond Will 
Reach the Back Doors 
of All, 


Los Angeles is to pattern after St. 
Louis in a very important matter which 
implies the transferrence of the whole- 
sale business quarter of the city to a 
new locality, and to that end deeds are 
to pass for four blocks of property well 
situated for the building of a whole- 
sale business section adapted in every 
way to modern business methods. 

For some six weeks A. E. Weiss has 
been engaged in securing bonds on 
property on the west side of Alameda 
street between First and Jackson, on 
the north side of Jackson, between 
Alameda and Wilmington streets, also 
on the south side of Jackson between 
the same streets, also on the west side 
of Vine between First and Jackson 
streets, and at last the work of secur- 
i\g those four blocks in entirety has 
been completed. 

There were some thirty or forty 
owners of these properties, and it is 
understood that the purchase price runs 
well up toward a million dollars. The 
transfer of the property has been to P. 
M. Daniel, president of the Pacific 
Crockery and Tinware Company, and 
also of the Los Angeles Board of Trade. 
The presumption is that Mr. Daniel rep- 
resents other parties as well as himself 
in this deal, though who they are could 
not be learned last evening. 

The plan is to tear down the buildings 
now standing on the property pur- 
chased, and build thereon a series of 
fine business blocks adapted to the 
needs of wholesale houses, while-~the 
buildings will be so constructed that 
the Southern Pacific Railroad will have 
access to the Alameda frontage of the 
buildings, thus enabling the merchants 
to unload merchandise direct from the 
cars to their places of business and vice 
versa. he Southern Pacific Company 
will establish a depot at this point for 
the accommodation of the merchants. 

It is claimed that at the present time 
it costs the merchants not less than 
$15 per car to unload, while the cost 
of loading the goods shipped to retail 
purchasers must amount to a greater 
sum, and both of these expenses must 
be added to the selling price of the 
merchandise. Under the new arrange- 
ment all this expense will be obviated, 
and the business mén of Los Angeles 
will thus be given a great advantage 
over those of San Francisco and other 
competing cities, where the expense of 
loading and unloading goods would 
make a fair profit for any business 
house. It is said, in fact, that the 
saving to many houses in this city 
will amount to from $15,000 to $25,000 
each per year, 

This idea of rebuilding the business 
section of the city was borrowed from 
St. Louis, which felt itS business slip- 
ping away from it in competition with 
Chicago, and what is known as Cupple’s 
station was built to save the expense 
of drayage, enabling that city to re- 
gain its prestige. 

The business men on fLos Angeles 
street have long been dissatisfied with 
the conditions with which they have 
had to contend, and there has been lit- 
tle of labor-saving provision for them. 
The houses which will give way to the 
new conditions now number about sixty 
cottages and tenements, and the people 
who will be obliged to seek new quar- 
ters, though of the laboring class, will. 
furnish a stimulus to the erection of 
new buildings adapted to their needs. 
While Mr. Daniel would not consent 
to be interviewed last evening in regard 
to his work, it was stated by those 
who know the plans, thats he is ani- 
mated in this movement by a desire to 
promote the welfare of the city simply, 
and that he could be relied upon to 
carry on the work which he has in 
ee with as much expedition as pos- 
sible. 

Those who are familiar with the com- 
mercial interests of the city and who 
are informed of the nature of this latest 
move say that Los Angeles has during 
the past year experienced a great gain 
in business, and is now able to reach 
out into Arizona and New Mexico, and 
even into the republic of Mexico for 
business, while the city can transact 
some business to the northward. But 
in that direction especially the mer- 
chants come into direct competition 
with San Francisco, and they fee] 
handicapped. They intended this en- 
terprise as a means for breaking down 
the wall which keeps this city out of 
the territory lying to the northward, 
and they feel that the advantage which 
Los Angeles will have over San Fran- 
cisco merchants will be sufficient to 
give them command of a large portion 
we the trade of the San Joaquin Val- 
ey.

“If a time comes when it is necessary 
for me to defend myself, I shall be 
there right on the spot, and I appreci- 
ate that the members of Congress and 
the American people are more liberal, 
brcead-minded and generous than a few 
bigoted and contracted preachers of the 
Presbyterian Church, whose training, 
mode of life, and trend of thought tend 
to unfit them for practical life.

On the 
strength of that revelation, and not by 
reason of anything that is written in 
the Jewish scriptures, the Latter Day 
Saints practice plural marriage. Po- 
lygamy is not adultery, for were it so 
considered then Abraham, Jacob and 
the prophets who practiced it would 
not be allowed a heritance in the king- 
dom of heaven, and if polygamy is not 
adultery, then it cannot be classed as a 
sin at all.

Manufacturers Who Practically Con- 
trol the Busiuess of the Country. 
P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 
NEW YORK, Dec. 28.—The great 
thread manufacturing ccmpanies which 
practically control the business of the 
country, are about to combine. Thése 
concerns are George A. Kerck and Bro., 
Newark, N. J.; the Clark Mile End 
Spool Cotton Company, with a factory 
in Newark, and the Coates Thread Com- 
pany, with a factory at Pawtucket, R. I. 
In a circular to the trade these three 
firms announce that after January 1, 
their separate selling offices in New York 
will be abandoned and their business 
will be handled by the Spool Cotton 
Company at No. 445 Broadway. The 
latter company has just been incorpo- 

rated under the laws of New Jersey. 

All of these concerns were originally 
English, and have still English connec- 
tions, but their American business, it s 
said, is larrer than that in the parent 
country. Their factories here were 
established to avoid the heavy tariff 
on their product. It is stated that the 
American factories will be run inde- 
pendently, and that the consolidation 
of selling agencies does not imply that 
“4 trust has been fommed.

IMPERIALISM OR MONEY. 


Billy Boy Doesn’t Know Which is 
the Overshadowing Issue. 

_ [ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

OMAHA (Neb.,) Dec. 28.—W. J. Bryan 
arrived in Omaha today from Chicago. 
He called on friends in the city during 
the morning, and this afternoon left for 
Lincoln. 

When asked if he thought the ques- 
tion of imperialism would overshadow 
the money issue in the campaign of 
1900, Mr. Bryan said it was difficult at 
this time to tell what relation these 


subjects would bear to each other then. | 


He thought if Congress would adopt a | 
resolution pledging this government to 
hold the Philippines only as a trust for 
their people as we do Cuba, until a 
stable government is established, the 
expansion issue would be at an end. If, 
however, the question is not settled in 
some such way as this, he said it would 
continue to be a matter of discussion 
until it was disposed of, and would 
therefore remain one of the issues be- 
fore the people. 

With Porto Rico, Mr. Bryan said the 
situation could be simplified easily. He 
believes the people of the island should 
first be permitted to vote whether they 
desired annexation to this country, or 
the formation of an independent re- 
public. 


BLOODLESS, AS USUAL. 


Duel Turned Out to Be a Farce. 
Fought by Seconds. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
BUDA PEST, Dec. 28.—[By Atlantic 
Cable.] The first of six duels arranged 
between M. Horansky, a member of 
the lower house of the Hungarian Diet, 
and his seconds, and the seconds of 
Baron Banffya, the Hungarian Premier, 
growing out of the dispute, still un- 
settled, between the two principals, 
took place today between Baron Fejer- 
vary, Minister of National Defense, 
and County Karolya. Pistols were the 
weapons used, but the encounter was 
bloodless. Baron Fejervary missed his 
opponent and the pistol of Count Ka- 

rolya missed fire. 

Later, Baron Banffya’s second, M. 
Gajari, and M. Horanzky’s second, M. 
Zemore, fought a duel with words. In 
the first encounter M. Zemore was cut 
on the head. After his wound had been 
bound up the duel was resumed, and 
M. Zemore was again severely wound- 
ed in the head. The seconds’ then 
stopped the fighting and a reconcilia- 
tion followed. 


THAT TEXAS FEVER. 


Governor of Illinois Issues a Pro- 
hibitory Proclamation, 
fA. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

SPRINGFIELD, (Ill.,) Dee. 28.—On 
the recommendation of the State Board 
of Live Stock Commissioners, the gov- 
ernor has issued his annual proclama- 
tion scheduling territory on account of 
Texas or Southern cattle fever, and 
prohibiting the shipment of any cattle 
from such territory to Illinois territory 
between January 1 and November 1. 
The territory described is the same as 
last year, with the exception that all 
of the State of California is placed 
south of the line, and Miles county, 
Tenn., formerly south of the line, vis 
placed north of it. The regulations 
also provide that cattle that have been 
dipped in extra dynamo oil and sul- 
phur may be brought to any place in 
the State during any session of the 
year.

_ A HAPPY FAMILY, 


M. C. HUMPHREY PROVING A THORN 
JN THE FLESH, 


Nejther Father nor Mother Will 
Work, But They Desire That the 
Supervisors Set Them Up in 
Bosincss. 


Secretary Stuart of the Associated 
Charitics is about to lose his job, and 
one or more of the Supervisors, a'so, 
are to be ousted frem office—that is, if 
M. C.. Humphrey can have his way. 
Mr. Humphrey resides on South 


Graham street, on the East Side, with 


his wife and four children, and the 
paterfamilias has 4 big grievance 
against this county. On the other 
hand, the county has two big griev- 


ances and four little ones against the 


family, with yet one more little griev- 
@mve soon to be heard from. Alto- 
gether, the family is proving a puzzle 
to the charity authorities, as well as 
to the Board of Supervisors, and this 
fs the reason why: 

In September last the advent of the 
Humphreys family into Los Angeles 
was heralded by a letter from Red- 
lands to the secretary of the Associated 
Charities here, wherein the mode of 
action adopted by them was outlined. 
Perris, Riverside, Redlands and San 
Bernardino were successively exploited, 
and then, after shipping two packing 
cases and a trunk to this city, the 
Humphreys family set their faces to- 
ward the City of Angeles, intending to 
walk the distance. The father headed 
the procession, shoving a little go-cart 
containing the two youngest olive 
branches; then followed the two elder 
boys, the mother bringing up the rear, 
and driving a cow for which she sald 
she paid a dollar. At Pasadena the 
cow was either sold or killed, and on 
October 5 the family arrived in light 
marching order in Los Angeles. On 
October 10 Papa Humphreys reported 
his arrival at the office of the Associ- 
ated Charities. He gave his age as 42 
years; that of his wife as 30 years, and 
appeared to be slightly lame and some- 
what hard of hearing. He intimated 
that, having just established himself 
and family, he was. ready to receive 
contributions. And sure enough he got 
the aid he demanded, and from thence 
on Papa Humphreys, and sometimes 
Mamma Humphreys, as well, would 
loom up every few days in the Court- 
house to carry away their dole of gro- 
ceries and other articles. Then the 
head of the family showed up alone, 
and demanded things that were more 
in the nature of delicacies than neces- 
gsaries, and represented that his wife 
was in an interesting condition, and 
that her digestion was not able to 


‘wrestle with coarse food. 


At this point the difficulties of the 
Humphreys family were brought under 
the notice of the Supervisors, and, in- 
deed, the head of the interesting house- 
hold appeared before them himself and 
indicated to them their duty in the 
premises, and what he expected of 
them. It was determined, however, 
that the quickest method of disposing 
of such a family of professional beg: 
gars, who gave evidence of having re- 
duced the matter of preying upon the 
public to a fine art, would be to ship 
them ‘to the point of their origina! de- 
parture. With that end in view, Sec- 
retary Stuart proposed te Humphveys 
that he and his family return to Salem, 
Or., where they had lived for some 
years. The suggestion was not received 
with favor. Humphreys said that both 
he and his wife found the climate of 


| 


outhern California miid and just suf-° 


ciently exhilarating to suit their 
rather delicate constitutions; the edu- 
cational facilities appeared tc be good, 
and the people of Los Angeles gen- 
erally seemed inclined to sympathize 
in a practical way with misfortunes 
such as afflicted him and his family. 
Having thus sized up the situation, he 
refused to return to Oregon, saying 
that as a mere business proposition 
such a step would be unwise. If, how- 
ever, the money that it would take to 
land the family back in Salem should 
be given to him, or utilized to set him 
up in business, he thought that with 
the patronage bestowed upon him by 
the charitable organizations, he might 
be able to make a struggle for exist- 
ence. When told that it was a case of 
going back to Salem or having all sup- 
plies cut short, and being left to shift 
for himself, Papa Humphreys left the 
office very much offended. 

A day or two before Christmas he re- 
turned, but did not enter the office of 
the Associated Charities. He peeked 
around the door, and dropped inside 
the following note, written on two lit- 
tle dirty scraps of paper: 

“FRIDAY, Dec. 23, 1898. 

Mr. Stuart: We must have supplies 
today for the remainder of this year. 
A general supply, not a three-day sup- 
ply. Potatoes, flour, coal oil, sugar, 
coffee, rice, ete., ete. A prompt deliv- 
ery today will help you to keep your 
office position. Also the Supervisors, 
too. Taxpayers are already against 
you both for your denials to supply the 
poor with what they need. 

“M, C. HUMPHREY, 

“South Graham street.” | 
_ The evening of the day upon which 
the above epistle was delivered a mes- 
sage was sent to the Associated Chari- 
ties that two of the Humphrey children 
were ill, and the family in actual need 
of the necessaries of life. Not know- 
ing what truth there might be in the 
message, and it being time to close the 
office, Mr. Stuart telephoned to Police 
Sergeant McKeag, at the East Side 
station-house, asking him to have’the 
matter inquired into. Alsgf’if the fam- 
ily were really in need was author- 
ized to have $1 wortHWof necessaries 
sent to them from the adjacent store, 
s0 as to tide them over the next day, 
which. happened to be Sunday. When 
an officer visited the place, the children 
were playing about, there was no evi- 
dence of sickness insthe home, and 
Papa Humphrey’s deafness had disap- 
peared in quite a marvelous manner. 

And now this happy family is draw- 
Poe supplies from other sourees than 
the Associated Charities, or the county, 
and unless they consent to return to 
Oregon, will be allowed to sink or swim 
as they deem best. It is safe to say, 
however, from the aptitude the family 
has displayed for making its way, that 
it won’t sink.

WHERE ROSE WENT. 


Left Here for Victoria and Wrote to 
Coffee. 


All the mystery about the sudden de- 
parture of R. A. Rose from this city 
nearly a month ago, if there was ever 
any mystery about it, has been re- 
moved. It is known where he went, or 
at least one place he went to, but just 
why he made his sudden departure 
from a city in which he had so many 
friends is not known to them. That 
it was not known to them is the fault 
of Andrew J. Coffee, who came here 
asserting that he had been appointed 
as Rose’s successor, for Coffee knew 
where Rose was, and received a letter 
from him a short time after he came 
here. It will be remembered that when 
Rose left he took with him a check for 
$500, which had been deposited as g6e- 
curity on a bid for fire-alarm appara- 
tus. The bid had been rejected, and 
bids were readvertised for. In the 
mean time Rose had departed and Cof- 
fee had appeared. He presented another 
bid, and used the check that Rose had 
taken away with him. 

When Coffee was asked how it hap- 
pened that he had secured.the check 
he stated that he had received it from 
the New York office of the Gamewell 
company. He possibly said that to 
protect Rose, for the truth is that he 
received the check from Rose in a let- 
ter which Rose mailed to him from 
Victoria, B. C. What the letter con- 
tained only Coffee knows, but it was 
written on a letter head of Hotel Vic- 
toria, and was signed by R. A. Rose. 

Rose is now in San Francisco, having 
arrived there last Friday. He did not 
state for publication where he had been, 
but the fact that he wrote to Coffee 
from Victoria shows that he must have 
been there. The reason why Rose left 
so suddenly may never be known, for 
the company has preferred no charges 
against him, and he has never been 
accused of dishonesty. Coffee will re- 
main in Los Angeles until the present 
deal for fire alarm and police-signal 
apparatus is.concluded, and then he 
will return to San Francisco. City 
Clerk Hance has been asked to commu- 
nicate on business matters with the San 
Francisco office of the Gamewell com- 
pany only, and as he has received no 
directions to the contrary he will hold 
the two $500 checks he has subject only 
to the orders of the company. 


RED CROSS NEEDS MONEY. 


Society’s Work is Handicapped by 
the Lack of Funds, 

There will be a meeting of the execu- 
tive board of the Red Cross Society at 
the headquarters of the association in 
the Laughlin building Friday afternoon 
at 2 o’clock. Important business is to 
be discussed. 

Some of the officers of the society are 
worried over the financial conditions 
which confront the organization. Its 
funds are very low, and still the work 
is almost as heavy as it was during the 
war. Sick soldiers are constantly com-

AN AUTO.TRUCK COMPANY 
PORATED IN NEW — 


- > 


Motor Power to Be Compressed Air. 
James H. Hoadley Explains the 
Advantages of the System from a 
Sanitary and Other Standpoints. 
Compared With Electricity, 


[A. P. BARLY MORNING REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, Dec. 28.—The Herald 
says the New York Auto-Truck Com- 
pany, with a.capital of $1,000,000, has 
been incorporated. With this capi- 
tal it is proposed to place auto-trucks, 
operated by compressed air, in the 
streets of the city. At present the 
only persons whose names are made 
public in connection with this scheme 
are James H. Hoadley and Henry E. 
Knight. Mr. Hoadley is president of 
the Compressed Air Power Company. 
Mr. Hoadley and Mr. Knight combined 
their interests in compressed air motors 
some years ago, and William C. Whit- 
ney became interested in their com- 
pany. 

Their motorg have recently been 
adopted by the Metropolitan Traction 
Company for use on the Twenty-eighth 
and Twenty-ninth street cross-town 
lines, and will soon be in operation, 
Joseph Leiter recently acquired a con- 
trolling interést in the foreign rights 
of the Hoadley-Knight patents. In an 
interview, Mr. Leiter spoke guardedly 
of his plans for placing auto-mobiles 
in London and other foreign cities, but 
said that it was merely a matter of 
time when all great cities would be 
compelled to accept some form of motor 
in place of horses. Mr. Hoadley de- 
clined to state whether the capitalists 


‘back of the New York Auto-Truck 


Company were Mr. Leiter and Mr. 
Whitney, or to tell who they were. He 
said that the organization of the com- 


pany was not yet completed, and, until. 


it is, the names or directors would not 
be made public. Of the plans of the 
company, he also spoke guardedly. 

‘‘We have built auto-trucks,”’ he said, 
‘‘and used them at our works in Masga- 
chusetts. We can haul a load of 
eight tons twenty-five miles without 
replenishing the air. It is easier for 
our trucks to move eight tons than 
for three horses to haul six tons on an 
ordinary street. On wet asphalt, 
horses are almost helpless, and with 
the substitution of asphalt, for paving 
stones, the horse must go. From a sani- 
tory standpoint, and in the matter of 
cleanliness it would make a great dif- 
ference in the city if the 150,000 to 
160.000 horses in its streets were done 
away with. Our trucks will take up 
less room and will move much faster 
than an ordinary team, and they are 
under such perfect control that there 
is less danger to life and limb than 
with horses. 

“Electricity cannot be used for trucks 
designed to carry heavy loads, owing 
to the weight of the storage batteries 
that would be required. It does very 
well for cabs and light delivery wagons, 
but trucking is another matter. If 
we had our trucks in the city when 
that last snowstorm fell we could have 
removed it in seventy-two hours at 
the outside.” 

An attempt is to be made to @bsorb 
the principal trucking interests ingthe 
city, and to gradually replace rse 
drayvs with auto-trucks, without an- 
tagonizing the present owners. The 
plan proposed is similar to that fcl- 
lowed in organizing trusts. Separate 
interests are to be purchased and truck 
drivers are to become motormen. If 
this plan does not work there ‘will be 


a fight between the old methods and the

ANTI-ANARCHISTS CONFER. 


Result of a Meeting Held at Home 
Have Been Secured. 
_[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Dec. 28.—A dispatch to 
the World from Rome says the result 
of the anti-anarchistic conference re- 
cently held there, the proceedings of 
which have previously been kept se- 
cret, has been secured. It is: 

“First—An international bureau of 
police for the surveillance of anar- 
chists, to be established at Berlin, con- 
sisting of nine members—German, Aus- 
trian, French, English, Italian, Rus- 
sian, Swiss, Belgian and Dutch. This 
bureau will correspond directly with 
all the police of Europe, and will be 
represented in each country by special 
agents. The states represented will 
contribute equally to the maintenance 
of the bureau. 

“Second—European governments are 
to negotiate for extradition treaties 
governing anarchists.” 

Anarchists are defined as all those 
who’make a public profession of the 
anarchist faith, who are found in pos- 
session of anarchistic publications, 
bombs and letters of anarchistic char- 
acter, and all members of anarchist 
societies. 

A person convicted of an anarchist 
crime will be punished according to the 
law of the country in which the crime 
was committed. Anarchists’ journals 
are.to be placed under censure, their 
circulation interdicted, their editors, 
printers and _  distributers proceeded 
against as anarchists. All proceedings 
against anarchists are to be conducted 
in secret. 

These decisions are accepted by the 
delegates from Germany, Austria, Rus- 
sia, Italy, Turkey, Spain, Portugal, 
Sweden, Denmark, Montenegro, Sertia 
and Roumania; but England, France, 
Switzerland, Belgium, Holland, Luxem- 


bourg and Greece rejected them. It is-

NEW YORK, Dec. 28. — Contrary to the 
course of the stock market for some weeks 
prior, it showed a decline on. the day’s 
trading. and this was opposed to the ten- 
dency abroad, London having bought some 
25,000 shares on balance.

There was no change in the 
favorable tenor of the news, except that the 
Vanderbiit reports were not considered up 
to bullish expectations. The regular d.vid- 
ends were declared on Vanderbilt stocks 
and American Tebacco. Traffic reports were 
generally gratifying. Burlington's surplus 
for November increased neariv $233,¢00. 
While stocks were strong at the opening, 
New York prices were not up to those of 
Londen, where Americans were buoyant, 
The Grangers and Chalers were strong. 
The advance in the latter, a greater part 
of which was retained throughout, was 
perhaps explained by a subsequent § an- 
nouncement that Anthracite prices had been 
ordered advanced at Buffalo and Chicago. 
It became evident that there had. been laree 
realizing. sales on yesterday's and today's 
bulges in prices, and traders attacked the 
general list with considerable success. 
Sugar was weak, owing to the trade situa- 
tion in the early dealings when the rest 
of the list was strong, and at the close 
was an exception to the general weakness. 
The bond market Was irregular in spots, 
but active issuas suffered somewhat in the 
late transactions.

The Date Line. 


{New York Sun:] A mapmaker asks 
the Sun if the Date Line, or the imagi- 
nary line drawn to mark the change in 
the calendar day required of circum- 
navigators of the globe, follows the 
1svth meridian. He adds that he has 
been unable to find the Pate Line on 
any map. : , 

“The Date Line does not follow the 
180th or any other meridian for its en- 
tire course, but takes a somewhat de- 
vious route through the Pacific. It is 
strange that it is shown on so very 
few mapas of the world. The reasons 
why a crooked course was given to it 
and why it was placed in the Pacific 
are interesting and easily understood. 

Suppose the Date Line had been run 
through our country on te meridian 
of Chicago. In that case, when it was 
Monday in New York, Clevelani and 
Indianapolis it would be Trcesday all 
the way fromf Chicago to San Franc!sco 
and out on the Pacific. Of course that 
would be a serious business inconven- 
ience. It is evident that the Date Line 
should not pass through any continents, 
It is practically a necessity that sucha 
line had to be fixed somewhere, but 
it obviously had to run through an 
ocean. 

It should not pass through the, At- 
lantic Ocean, because, in that ease, 
when it was Monday in London, Paris 
and Hamburg it would be Tuesday in 
the United States: and this would he 
inconvenient in regions that have such 
enormous interests in common and are 
so closely united by telegraphs and 
cables. The best place for the Date 
Line was in the Pacific Jecean. If we 
follow the line through the Pacific we 
shall observe that the ideas above ex- 
pressed have had due weight in mark- 
ing its course. 

Passing through the middle of Bering 
Strait the line suddenly turns to the 
southwest till it reaches 170 deg. east 
longitude. In this way Bering Island 
and the entire Aleutian chain, a!l a part 
of North America, are kept on the 
American side of the line. When it is 
Monday in New York it is also Mon- 
day in Attu, our most western Ameri- 
can possession. 

Then the line sweeps eastward again 
and follows the 180th meridian far south 
till it reaches the neighborhood of the 
Fiji Islands. As this group and other 
islands round about helong to Great 
Britain, and are closely united in bus!- 
ness relations with New Zealand and 
Australia, the line takes a wide sweep 
to the east so as to wive them all the 
same calendar day. It then returns to 
the 180th meridian, which it follows to 
the Antarctic. 

The annexation of the Philippines, 
which lie 60 deg. beyond the i&0th me- 
ridian going west, makes it incumbent 
on all Americans to know everything 
about the Date Line.

IRAILROAD RECORD. 


_HILL’S ADVENT DESIRED. 


Santa Fe Man’s Views on the Salt 
Lake Road, 

The general wish of the railroad men 
is that J. J. Hill's influence in the 
management of the Coast Steamship 
Company should make itself manifest 
at any early day. 

A family of this city wished to go to 
Winnipeg, and made inquiry as to 
routes and rates. The Southern Pa- 
cific made a through rate of $57.50 per 
head. The Pacific Coast Steamship 
Company's office was then visited, and 
the same rate was made to go by 
steamer to San Francisco, thence by 
steamer to Victoria, and thence by the 
Canadian Pacific by rail. | 

The traveler then tried the office 
of the Oregon Railroad and Naviga- 
tion Company, where he found the rate 
would be $13 more. 

To one who sits down and figures, 
this seems strange. The ticket by the 
last-named route would apply by Pa- 
cific Coast steamer to San Francisco, 
thence by Oregon Railway and Navi- 
gation Company’s steamer to: Portland, 
thence by the Oregon Railway and 
Navigation Company’s railway to Spo- 
kane, and thence by the Great Norih- 
ern to Winnipeg. 

In other words, to the regular 
through rate made by the Pacific Coast 
Steamship Company or the Southern 
Pacific Railroad Company had to b: 
added the rezular rate of either of these 
companes to San Francisco, and a: 
there is no way to reach the Oregon 
Railway and Navigation Company's 
steamers excepting by one of these 
lines, there is no redress. 

What the other roads desire is one 
open rate, which would enable them 
to ticket a passenger on equal terms. 
If Hill is in the counsels of the Pacific 


Coast Steamship Company he will 
probably make a fight against this 
discrimination which! cuts the Great 


Northern out of business. 

The appearance of the mysterions 
Southern Pacific surveying party on 
the desert near the Mojave and Needles 
line of the Santa Fé has set the wit: 
of railroad men to guessing what is in 
the wind. 

Months ago, with all possible secrecy. 
this party, headed by John H. Long, 
one of the company’s most trusted en-. 
gineers, set out from east of Salt Lake. 
It was so large a party, and moved 
with such quiet presence, as if to con- 
ceal its existence, that,every one was 
Set guessing at its’ purpose, For 
weeks only one or two persons got a 
glimpse of the party as. it ‘worked 
quietly across the waste spaces of 
Utah and Nevada. Last week it was 
seen upon the desert, east of Kramer. 

A Santa Fé official was asked yester 
day if that road had an eye on this 
party. He smiled and replied: : 

ee do not know. But I do not think 
so.” 
“Why? Is it not important?” 

“Only to those who sent them out. 
We have known for a long time that 
there is a ‘stopper’ up there.” 

“Did your road ever make a survey 
there ?’’ 

“No. But some of us, individually, 
made an examination. The coal was 
what we were after. The coal is ther? 
all right. There are ledges thirty feet 
wide of fine coal. But it will cost tvo0 
much to get it out.” 

“Where is the 

“At the headwaters of the Virgin 
River. There is a little cafion on the 
Santa Fé, over between Flagstaff and 
Winslow. It is only about eight or ten 
miles long; but it cost $125,000 a mile 
‘o build a road through it. At the 
headwaters of the Virgin there are 
thirty to thirty-five miles which wil) 
cost a great deal more." 

“The altitudes are not high there?” 

“No, they are not. But the country 
is very rough. The buttes stand out 
there almost perpendicular from the 
Plain, and they are as close together 
as eggs in a nest. There is no way 
around them, and the only way through 
them is to blow the smaller ones to 
pieces and tunnel the larger. ones. 
When you come to get your money 
vou must show up your profiles and 
experts will figure out the cost.”’ 

“But the getting of this coal is a 
very important matter, as things are 
developing.”’ 

“That is true, but not so much so 
as some think. That coal is as far 
‘rom Los Angeles as that at Gallup.” 

“But it is a very much better coal. 
It will coke.” 

“It is supposed that some of it will. 
But that is not proven.” 

“Where will the California and Orien- 
tal steamers get their coal when they 
come to sail from San Diego” 

“Claus Spreckels will attend to that, 
at least he has undertaken to do so.” 

“Where will he get it? In Australia, 
and bring it up by sailing vessels?” 

“Yes. I believe that is it.’ 

This gloomy view of the eetting of a 
road through the Utah coal fields to 
Los Angeles, it is to be remembered, 
is that of a Santa Fé man, whose road 
would not like to see such a road built 
unless it builds it itself, and that will 
be done only as a last resort: for it 
would practically: parallel the present 
line. with this further objection that 
| at Salt Lake the business must be 
turned over to a rival, or the road be 
built all the way to Chicago, and that 
through a country where there would 
be saveral competitors. Perhaps the 
Virgin. River buttes may be less for- 
midable than they are represented.

This is the car in which travels 
Judge Crosscup of Chicago. It was 
hauled in from Redlands yesterday, 
ani luter went out on the Santa Bar- 
bara train.

Next Monday, for the Tournament of 
Roses at Pasadena, the Santa Fé and 
Southern Pacific will each send out a 
special train, leaving this city at 9:30 
and returning at the close of the par- 
ade, about 12:30 o'clock.

HEAVY WHARFAGE CHARGES. 


Chamber of Commerce Directors Dis- 
cuss San Pedro Abuse. 

The board of directors of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce met yesterday after- 
noon. The following members were 
present: Messrs. Cass, Forman, Hooker, 
Mathuss, McKinley, Siegel, Stewart, 
Story, Van Nuys, Vetter and Waters. 
President Forman occupied the chair. 

The Committee on Commerce, tu 
which was referred the matter of ex- 


‘cessive wharfage charges at San Pedro, 


reported recommending that the board 
request the Supervisors to investigate 
the matter carefully, and apply any 
remedy they find necessary to check 
the alleged illegal and prohibitory 
charges. 

Abbot Kinney presented a communi- 
cation from Pestmaster John R. 
Mathews with reference to the con- 
tract between the United States gov- 
ernment and the Pacific Coast Steam- 
ship Company, whereby mails. are 
taken from Southern California to 
Mexico, South and Central America, 
stating that the contract with the Pa- 
cific Coast Steamship Company is from 
the port of San Francisco to the perts 
of the west coast cf Mexico, one \trip 
each month. 

The steamer on this route formerly 
touched at San Pedro. Hereafter, how- 
ever, this steamer will not stop at that 
port, and it was suggested that com- 
mercial bodies take this point up as a 
means of procuring a_ service from 
San Pedro to Mexican points. The same 
was referred to the Committee on 
Transportation to investigate. 

Communications were read from Sen- 
ator George Perkins, inclosing House 
Bill No, 11,312, a bill to promote the 
commerce and increase the foreign 
trade of the United States, and to pro- 
Vide auxiliary cruisers, transports and 
seamenfor government use when neces- 
Sary, and asking the chamber to give 
the matter due consideration and criti- 
cism. They were referred to the Com- 
mittee on Law and Legislatien.

These men came down from San 
Francisco yesterday, and at present are 
located at the Hollenbeck. In speak- 
ing of their mission in Southern Cah- 
fornia, Mr. Houpt said: - 

“The people of the Alessandro Valley 
are very anxious to have a freo-deliv- 
ery system in the country, and Mr. 
Rathbone and I are going down there 
to look into the situation. The matter 
was brought to the attention of the 
Postmaster-General by Congressman 
Castile last May, he having been ap- 
pealed to by H. H. Harrison and others 
of Armada. Free-delivery routes in the 
rural districts have recently been es- 
tablished in Santa Clara county, and 
che aad popular with the country peo- 
ple. 

Both of the special agents were non- 
committal as to the probability of a 
free-delivery route being established in 
Riverside county, but they were free tu 
Say that Southern California was sure 


to be invaded by the system before 
long.
